Beaver Club Scolarships will be 
awarded for the first time in 1949 
by the Trustees of the Beaver Club 
Trust. The Scholarships arc open 
to all Canadian E-Scrviccmcn and 
their sons. Applications must be 
forwarded to the Secretary of the 
Beaver Club Trust by December 
1st. 1948. 

These scholarships, of an annual 
value not exceeding £500 are ten- 
able at any University or College 
in Great Britain. The duration of 
each scholarship will be in the dis- 
cretion of the Selection Committee. 
In the choice of scholars,' em- 
phasis will bn on the humanities 
and socal sciences, including such 
subjects as law, pedagogy, fine arts 
and sociology.

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MOTION PICTURES 



Motion pictures have, for more than a uen- 
crntion, commanded ah immense international 
public. They have reached all classes and all 
nation-, across the barriers of language and drf- 
fcring culttirnl tradition. 

Historically, pictures came before written 
languages. Today, when words seem to fail in 
establishing a liaris of common knowledge ntnong 
peoples, pictures again offer themselves as niil* 
to understanding. They show (he evcrchnnging 
world of social problems, of work, of complex 
technical npparttis, of elaborate social services, 
of laboratories where the physical and biological 
Ecienccs are being explored. 

The motion picture camera can liiiiiR to a 
screen for the many what the few have studied 
with microscopes and telescopes. The adventures 
of cxplorcrcs and traders and tourists can be 
shared with people who have never left their na- 
tive village-. Citizens who have only the vaguest 
idea of how government departments are run, 
can see in operation the post office, the weather 



bureau, the children's bureau, the forest service, 
soldiers and sailors and merchant seamen in 
peace a^ well as war. and the way traffic con- 
trol and road building go on. Headline personal- 
ities will always be glamorous, but now at la.-t 
people can sec themselves at work and at play, 
with a deepened awareness of their relation t< 
the draina of daily living in their own and in 
other countries. 

In few fields are there so many knowlcdgablc, 
honest, clear thinkers and craftsmen with social 
aim as among the documentary film people; and 
it is amazing how few of the better films go out 
of style or lo.-e power to interest. Some of them 
nre works of art, beautiful and memorable, like 
Flaherty's "Moanmn," or his currently playing 
"Louisiana Story;" l'are l.orentz's "The Plough 
that Uroke the Plains" or ' The Hiver;" Basil 
Wright's "The Song of Ceylon.'' All these docu- 
mentary and educational films help people un- 
derstand each other's part in the social scene.

Professor Duthie's Views on Hamlet Film 



HavliiB been Invited by the Daily to say somc- 
thins about my impressions of Sir Laurence Oliv- 
ier'* film production or Hamlet, I should like to 
say first of all, very emphatically, that I think 
every student should go to see il. Even if one 
finds that one has some adverse criticisms to 
make, as I have, one must agree that it is a very 
remarkable achievement. If you go, you will have 
a thoroughly enjoyable two-and-a-half hours' en- 
tertainment. Sir Laurence is a highly Rifled and 
sensitive artist, and the cast that has been assem- 
bled to support him is a splendid one. If one 
makes particular mention of the young lady who 
plays Ophelia so beautifully, one must at the same 
time allow that they all do very well indeed. Sir 
Laurence deserves high commendation for mak- 
ing Shakespeare accessible to Ihc film-going 
public. 

As everyone knows, this is his second Shakespeare 
film. I do not know why lie chose Henry V for his 
first one. but 1 do know that it was an excellent 
choice. Needless to say. there arc great dangers in 
trying to transfer theatre drama to the screen: stage 
and screen arc very different media But it happens 
thai Henry V is the one Shakespeare play whicli not 
only yields excellently to film treatment but actually 
cries aloud for it. That is to say. Henry V is not 
really suited to the stage at all. This may seem an 
extremely bold thing to say. but I can claim that 
Shakespeare himself thought Henry V Unsultcd to the 
stage— he says ?o. In the Choruses prefixed to the 
various acts of the play he kçeps complaining that 
the resources of his theatre are incapable of Riving 
the audience anything like a satisfactory impression 
of, for example, the glory of the English fleet sailing 
for France, or the terror and impressiveness of the 
battle of AgincourL When he asks "Can this cockpit 
'the theatre) hold 'The very casques (helmets* that 
did affright the air /At Agincourt?" he is saying in 
effect that he wishes he could give us the real thing 
instead of the paltry representation which is all that 
the theatre can manage. You cannot have armies 
hurling themselves against each other on the stage. 
Shakespeare wants the real thing— his conception 
transcends theatrical drama: it is epic rather than 
dramatic. Now the film can give us something very 
like the real tiling: on the screen we can have armies 
hurling themselves against each other. And so Henry 
V Is ideal for the screen. Why is Shakespeare con- 
cerned because the audience cannot sec the actual 
battle? Because in the hero. Henry V. there is no 
psychological Irregularity: there is no fundamental 
conflict nf opposing forces within his mind. He is the 
hern-king, a warrior: and. in order to appreciate him 
as that, we must see his heroic deeds themselves in 
all their glory. In order to give the audience an ade- 
quate idea of a hero-king, the playwright must show 
him In artlon— performing warlike deeds which can- 
not be performed on the stage. Why did Shakespeare 
elect to write n play unsultcd for the stage? Well. I 
have not the space to attempt an answer to that ques- 
tion. An attempt to answer it will be made in the 
English 200 classroom! 

Henry V, then, is admirably suited to film 
treatment, and Sir Laurence's choice for his first 
Shakespeare film was a wise one. It was a most 
successful film. I can hardly speak highly enough 
of It. It was an absolutely first-rate achievement. 
In my opinion, Sir Laurence made only one mis- 
take In it. When the Archbishop of Canterbury 
was endeavoring to prove that the French war 
was a just one, Sir Laurence made him into a 
comic character— the Archbishop lost his place in 
his papers and became an object of mirth. This 
was a mistake. Shakespeare was, I am convinced, 
anxious that we should regard Henry as sincere- 
ly anxious that any war he engaged In for the 
glory of England should he a Just war. It Is in 
Shakespeare a very serious moment indeed. Sir 
Laurence made it Into comedy. I suppose he felt 
that the Archbishop's long exposition of Henry's 
claim to the French throne would be boring un- 
less lightened by a comic touch. One sympa- 
thizes with him: hut Shakespeare woutd have said 
it was a mistake. Apart from this detail. I thought 
that the Henry V film was well-nigh perfect. 
But when I heard that Sir Laurence was propos- 
ing to follow it up svith a film version of Hamlet I 
had distinct misgivings. Henry V is epic rather than 
dramatic: but Hamlet is a very different matter. 
What matters pre-eminently in Hamlet is the psy- 
chological troubles of the hero, tin- conflicts in his 
mind. In Henry V action is vitally Important and 
there is little or no psychological conflict in the 
hero. In Hamlet it is the psychological conflict which 
matters, and the action— the movements on the stage 
—arc of subsidiary importance. Now the film, by 
virtue of its very nature, demands far more move- 
ment than the stage docs. What matters in the 
Shakespeare play is the words spoken: they let us 
inside the minds of the characters, and it is their

minds that we ate supposed to be interested In. Il 
the camera keeps moving, showing us all the various 
rooms in the castle, leading us up staircases step by 
step, and so on, our attention is rminvcd from the 
words, removed from the minds ol the characters. 
The film calls for too much action, too much physical 
movement. Shakespeare's play was written for a 
stage more limited in its resources, less realistic, than 
even the modern stage, to say nothing of the film. 
To Shakespeare the words are all-important, and 
nothing must distract our attention from them. Sir 
Laurence's film suffers from the disadvantage that 1 
imagine any film version of Hamlet would suffer 
from— in order to be a film at all, it must have too 
much of a realistic effect to allow the poetry to carry 
all the weight that Shakespeare intended it to carry. 
But apart from this, I bave a more serious 
criticism to make. The text of the play Is severely 
cut. Now it was inevitable that It should be eut. 
The full text Is far too long to make cutting 
avoidable when the play is given for entertain- 
ment. I do not suppose that it has ever been per- 
formed In its entirety as Shakespeare originally 
wrote it. Wc know that It was rut even in its 
Ell7abelhan performances. Cutting is necessary. 
But unfortunately Sir Laurence, or his textual 
editor, cut various passages which, in my opinion, 
are absolutely necessary in order to explain and 
motivate passages which he left in. .Most people 
agree (and I think they are rightl that the main 
point of the play is that for certain psychological 
reasons Hamlet is reluctant to perform the deed 
of vengeance which he Is ordered by Ihc Ghost 
to perform. After a long period of delay, be at 
last decides to do something — he decides to ar- 
range a performance before Claudius of a play, 
the Gonzago play, which contains a murder sim- 
ilar to that which, according to the Ghost's story. 
Claudius had committed. Now Hamlet Is spurred 
to arrange this performance by hearing a mem- 
ber of the visiting company of strolling players 
recite the famous "Hecuba" speech, and by ob- 
serving his extreme emotion as he does so. Hamlet 
alternates between periods of melancholy Inact- 
ivity and bursts of equally pathological energy. 
When he hears the Hrcuha speech recited he 
enters one of these periods or pathological energy. 
We may take it that he would not have done so 
at this point if he had not heard that speech re- 
cited. But In the Him the Hecuba speech Is cut 
out. Thus the thing which caused Hamlet to ar- 
range the Gozago play-scene is absent from the 
Him. Again: when Hamlet does at this point act, 
when he arranges the play-scene, what be is in- 
tent to do Is to verify the Ghost's story. Accord- 
ing to one Elizabethan conception of the nature 
of Ghosts. Hamlet would have to do this, and In 
the play Shakespeare makes it clear that Hamlet 
must do this. The Ghost might have been a devil, 
intent on persuading Hamlet to commit an evil 
deed In order to sreure the damnation of Ham- 
let's soul. Hamlet refers to this possibility when 
he plans the play-scene: but not only is this 
reference cut In the film, but all, or nearly all, 
of the passages throughout the play are cut which 
refer to the possibility that the Ghost might have 
been a devil. Thus Hamlet's reson for arranging 
a play-scene at all Is absent from the film. Again: 
Hamlet was anxious that what "caught the con- 
science or the king" shuold be not Just the Gon- 
zago play, but In particular a speech that he hlm- 
seir had wriltrn and interpolated Into the Gon- 
zago play. But Sir Laurence culs the Gonzago 
play altogether and, retaining the dumb-show, 
substitutes It lor thr play proper. Thus in the 
Him It is not Hamlet's "dozen or sixteen lines" 
that "catch the conscience or the king," as it 
should be. Now it is essential that the climax 
of the play-scene should be these lines of Ham- 
let's own, because bis intense pleasure at the out- 
come of the play-scene is more than a little 
caused by the fact that it is he, Hamlet, who has 
himself done the Job, by actually writing the 
lines which cause Claudius to betray his guilt 
He himself has done the job: that is psycholo- 
gically very Important. I must say I thought Sir 
Laurence's handling of Ihc play-scene unuscccss- 
ful: certainly It did not accord with Shakespeare's 
obvious Intentions. 
But if there were things in the film that were 
wrong, there were also many things in it that were 
right. What an infinity of artistic tact was evidenc- 
ed for example, by the fact that the film was made 
in black-and-white and not in colour! Colour is 
absolutely right for Henry V; black-and-white is 
absolutely right for Hamlet. I do -not want any ad- 
versely critical remarks of mine to influence any 
student to refrain from seeing the film. As I have 
said, I think that everyone should sec it— and. if 
possible, more than once. Despite the errors, is is on 
the whole an excellent achievement,, and all who 
took part in its production deserve our thanks. 



Abnormal Psychology 

To those of our students who 
take Abnormal Psychology, as 
well as to all the others, I will 
strongy recommend to go and 
sec "Mine Own Executioner," a 
20th Century Fox poduction, 
skillfully directed by co-produc- 
er Anthony Kimmins. 

Nigel Balchin's screenplay af- 
fords a very sensible and un- 
pretentious approach to Holly- 
wood's favorite baby — psychi- 
atry. Felix Milne, the psychiat- 
rist (who, by the way. is not a 
doctor) is a very credible char- 
acter, subject to failure as any 
other human being, instead of 
the usual know-it-all type Which 
we know a little too well. Just 
this once, no definite answer is 
given to the problem under 
i study, and thus the audience has 
a chance to do a little figuring 
on their own.
